Can Meet Obligations 
Although the legislature provided 
revenues 
designed 
to

found the new taxes would not be­ 
gin to bring in the bulk of the 
m oney until the second year of the 
biennium . 
In order to m eet the 
first year deficiencies, the tax a n ­ 
ticipation act was conceived by the 
adm inistration and rushed through 
the legislature in its final days. Its 
constitutionality was quickly upheld 
by the state suprem e court at a 
special session. 
T he $50,000,000 loan 
will

blind pensions, $5,000,000 for debt 
service 
charges, 
and 
$23,500,000 
borrowed from special funds and 
will enable the com m onwealth to 
pay past due bills. 
P ennsylvania’s constitution 
pro­ 
hibits creation of a debt of m ore 
th an $1,000,000 w ithout a special 
referendum but the suprem e court 
held th a t borrowing against a n ti­ 
cipated revenues did not constitute 
a debt in th e constitutional sense 
of th e word and th a t the state could 
not be denied privileges which its 
political subdivisions had. 
G overnor Earle signed the two 
bills of Sen. G. M ason O w lett which 
were designed to speed up collec­ 
tion of the new taxes on corpor­ 
ations and m anufacturers this year 
by granting a 4 per cent discount 
for paym ent of 1935. 1936 and 1937 
taxes before December 15 of this 
year.

HARRISBURG, July 17 -Pennsvl- 
fania

1929. 
The measure, one of a group of 
10 which the governor acted upon 
last night and which still left 176 
bills before him for action, was.de­ 
signed to promote safety on 
the 
highway?. 
Sponsored by the state 
department of revenue, it was re­ 
vised and clarified provisions relat­ 
ing to danger and caution signals. 
Obstructing oi 
interfering with 
signs, throwing injurious substan.es 
on the highways, parking more than 
six inches from the curb, passing 
school buses discharging passengers 
were other taboos incorporated in 
the bill. 
The measure also exempted per­ 
sons from payment of license fees 
while operating in national guard 
service and made similar provisions 
for those hauling for works relief 
projects.

hibits local communities from levy­ 
ing taxes on buses which merely pass 
through. 
Municipalities were given 
the right to close certain sections of 
streets as ‘ play highway ’.

crnor along with a measure allowing 
second class township supervisors to 
light streets and provide fire pro­ 
tection with money raised by a gen­ 
eral road tax.
